2) . The invention concerns a method and a device for 
identifying a package filled in particular with 
cigarettes, as well as the package itself. The aim 
of the invention is to permit the clear and 
unambiguous marking, and therefore identification, 
of the package and hence to make it possible to 
reliably verify the authenticity thereof. 

2.1) The problem is solved by the essential features 

according to which a property that is characteristic 
of the package element/wrapping is determined as a 
measurement variable when the package is 
manufactured and the measurement variable is stored 
with a further code so as to form a unique data 
record. Thereafter, a package can be clearly marked 
by assigning the encoding to the measurement 
variable such that for every package a unique date 
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record is produced. An essential advantage thereof 
is that the characteristics peculiar to each package 
can be used for identifying same. 

3) . Claims 1, 9, 14, 16 and 17 

The method according to document Dl provides that an 
encoded code consisting of figures and/or letters 
and usually generated from production data is 
applied to the package and for control purposes 
compared with the stored production data. Document 
Dl does not disclose the essential, characterizing 
method steps of the independent claims, according to 
which a property that is characteristic of the 
package element/wrapping is determined as a 
measurement variable when the package is 
manufactured and the measurement variable is stored 
with a further code so as to produce a unique data 
record. Document D2 is even further removed from the 
invention. 

Other observations: 

Contrary to PCT Rule 5.1(a) (ii) , the description 
does not cite document Dl or indicate the relevant 
prior art disclosed therein. 
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
